EDITORIAL 
COMMENT 


As the Freedom Bell was de- 
dicated in Berlin’ on 
Nations Day last Tuesday, more 
than 300 names representing the 
students and faculty of the Santa 
Ana College were embedded along 
with the signatures of 1,000,000 
Americans, on the scrolls for free- 
dom below the bell. 

Three-hundred signatures com- 
pared to a million is of little com- 
parison, but they depict the 
average trend that the United 
States does not want another war, 
but on the other hand will not 
stand by and watch totalitarian 
techniques infiltrate throughout 
the world. Signing the freedom 
scroll does not necessarily mean 
that you have done your part 
in promoting peace, but it should 
signify to Americans that we must 
work together to reach this initial 
goal. 

In dedicating the bell, General 
Lucius Clay made apparent the 
above statement in saying: 


“From this day forward, as it 


rings, may it strike a note of 
warning to all oppressors, a 
soufd of confidence and_  en- 


couragement to those called upon 
to defend their freeedon, and a 
message of hope and sympathy 
to those who are enslaved.” 

With a bronze “bong” the 
gigantic bell tolled across 150,000 
Berliners gathered to watch the 
ceremonies and then sent a vib- 


» rating ring into the Soviet sector 


of the city to voice an appeal for 
human beings who wish to wor- 
ship and live in peace. Yes, it is 
true, the Iron Curtain might shut 
out the sound of the bell, but 
Russia or’ any other country can 
never block the purpose as long 
as one-million Americans have 
made it known that they want 
peace.

Acquisition of a new radio 
activity demonstrator was an- 
nounced today by H. O. Russell, 
instructor of Physics at SAC.
